Gone With 
the Wind 


by Roland Flamini 


More than thirty years have passed 
since Gone With the Wind had its 
world premiere in Atlanta, Georgia. 
Since then it has been seen by more 
people than any movie ever made. 
‘Thestory of how itwas made is an in- 
credible Hollywood epic in its own 
right, the stuff of legend. 

Scarlett and Rhett were legend- 
ary figures before anyone was se- 
lected to play the roles. For two 
years, the search for Scarlett was 
conducted with all the hoopla of 
a presidential campaign, complete 
with candidates, backers and edito- 
rials in The New York Times. 

Paulette Goddard came close but 
lost her opportunity because she 
couldn't produce proof of her mar- 


riage to Charles Chaplin, with whom 


she was living at the time, and Pro- 
ducer David 0. Selznick feared a 
scandal. The South launched a cam- 
paign for Tallulah Bankhead. One 
woman was delivered to Selznick’s 
studio nude in a box, another 
emerged quoting Scarlett from a 
life-size replica of the novel. 

Roland Flaminiis the author of Sear- 
lott, Rhett, and a Cast of Thousands: 
The Filming of Gone With the Wind. 
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Selznick sent scouts all over the 
country in hope of finding an un- 
known woman for the part. 1,400 
were auditioned, including an Atlan- 
ta debutante named Catherine 
Campbell, known today as Cather- 
ine Hearst, Patty's mother. The 
quest ended when he chose Vivien 
Leigh, who had followed boy friend 
Laurence Olivier to Hollywood. 

Although many Southern man- 
sions lay claim to having been filmed 
in Gone With the Wind, the picture 
was shot almost entirely in Holly- 
wood. Only the facade of Tara was 
actually built; other scenes of the 
mansion were created with a spe- 
cial optical technique. 

One of the first pictures to be 
filmed in Technicolor, Gone With the 
Wind cost $3,900,000, possibly in- 
cluding the $5,000 which Selznick 
had to pay for the most famous Pro- 
duction Code violation ever: Clark 
Gable’s exit line “I don’t give a 
damn.” Selznick also filmed Gable 
saying ‘'Ijust don’t care” incase the 
Hays Office refused to approve the 
line. Buthe got his way. 

Released in December of 1939, 
Gone With the Wind opened to glow- 
ing reviews and won nine Academy 
‘Awards. To his eternal disappoint- 
ment Clark Gable didn’t get one. But 
what disappointed him even more 
was that he never had a piece of its 
huge, and still growing, box office 
gross. And now, for the first time, 
this classic will be seen on televi- 
sion.

Rollerball’s Rulebook

In Director Norman Jewison’s (Fiddler on the Roof, Jesus Christ Superstar) 
newest film, set in the year 2018, there is no crime, poverty, pollution or 
war, Instead there is rollerball, a vicious sport broadcast weekly to the 
globe's four billion bored inhabitants. “It's easy to write about a world 2000 
years from now, but when you're tackling a film of the near future you've 
got to be very careful, very detailed,” Jewison told On Air. 

Rollerball portrays a futuristic recreation combining the most brutal as- 
pects of hockey, roller derby, football and motorcycle racing. Since the con- 
test occupies about 70 percent of Rollerball’s screentime, Jewison faced 
the immense task of inventing and designing a completely new game. Stunt 
expert Max Kleven rounded up 17 British skaters, 12 roller derby experts, 6 
veteran stunt motorbikers and 11 Hollywood stunt-men. After two weeks of 
testing and a multitude of conferences between Kleven, Jewison and 
screenwriter Bill Harrison, a 13 page rulebook was the result. “Our skaters 
got caught up in the competitive spirit of play and would have loved to 
have gone all out against one another,” Jewison said. 

Jewison’s crew of 117 suffered only minimal injuries in eight weeks of 
shooting. Considering the skaters reached speeds in excess of 40 MPH 
thatsafety record was afeatin itself.
